7) - The alike in utterance re-arranges language in the quranic text, 
hence producing so many styles of expressions , whose styles is in need 
of being arranged and formulated in acoprehansive theory., 

This study has helped in revealing new historical facts , which have not 
been shown without the measurement between alike verses 
(aayat),e.g. the verses of the (Uhanna) Bible, which announced the 
emergence of the Prophet Mohammed (and households ),through the 
words of jesus the prophet ( peace be upon him) in which he told his 
supporters (ansar) that a prophet would emerge and tell people what 
would would happen. 



It is important to show that there are many authors who studied 

Quranic verses according to the sequence of the Quranic sooras.This is 

what I have dealt in my study according to the features of analysis 

appearing in the books .Hence the first chapter is about specifying 

letters and their substitution s, and the second chapter is about syntax 

when mentioned and omitted , and the third chapter deals with shifting 

of text from using the origin into using the sub.

Abstract 

The alike (al mutashabeh) in the Quranic studies is divided into two 
kinds : 

1- The alike in meaning (equal to arbitrative "el muhkam), 

2- The alike in Utterance , where the Quranic verses (aayat) are alike in 
their structural formulation ,on one hand and different on the other . 

This dissertation deals with second kind of , which has been 
investigated by interpreters within quranic miracle (I'jaz) frame , in 
books of analyzing texts , interpreting them linguistically and 
grammatically .these books have studied the verses , which are alike in 
utterance for four centuries (from 4H to 8H) and have also followed up 
the investigators 'opinion from a grammatical and eloquent point of 
view . 

The reason of choosing this subject is the nature of analysis of the 
books dealing with alikeness of verses ,which direct the grammatical 
rule towards serving the quranic text in accordance with the nature of 
meaning away from any grammatical complexity This happened 
during the hardest era of the Arabic grammatical history , and the time 



of the complexity of (elaamel) the factor affecting syntax theory , which 
was rejected by the reality of phrasing and intention. 
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
